Raleigh, N. C,, May 8.—The call for
the second Demoecratic mass-mesting,
limited this time to those desiring the
overthrow of the alleged 'ring Deamo-
crats' in Wake county, hes been

by seventy-slx Democrats in varlous
sections of the county, including J.
W, Balley and Joseplhus Danlels, lead-
ers of the movement. 1} devlares that
the ‘conduct of the leaders and repre-
sentatives of the Wake county TDemo.
cratic ring, prior to and on April 10,
milkes |t mecessary that the party's
leadership shall be purged of men who
‘have proven so unworthy.

The purpose of the conventlon is
declared to be to denoince and rebuke
the conduct of certaln men using the
party for selfish ends, and who sought
recently to prevent the rank angd file
of the party from assembling to ex-
press their will; to take actlon against
these objectionable: ring leaders, and
with respect to candldates and policles
for the Jume primaries; and devise plans
for pxscutlon of the will of the rank
and fAle In the primarles; to redeem
the party from the disgrace of the
present coterle.
